He  is  head  of  a 
firm  of  consulting  engineers  which  bears  his 
name  and  which  has  headquarters  in  New 
York  and  Jacksonville,  Florida.  Mr.  Kilvert 
will  speak,  telling  of  his  experiences  during 
the  early  days  of  The  Archon.
